Commissioner of Liturgiology—Board mem- 
ber responsible for coordinating system of public 
worship within the national church in accordance 
with biblical doctrine emphasizing the art of wor- 
ship with a spiritual thrust. 


Commissioner of Missions—Board member 
responsible for giving guidance in the ministry of 
missions and helping to devise methods for expan- 
sion of this ministry. 

Commissioner of Communications—Board 
member responsible for supervising the ministry of 
technical communications within the national 
church (i.e., radio, T-V., video, etc.) as well as 
developing a national television and radio ministry. 


Commissioner of Education—Board member 
responsible for giving direction and guidance of all 
the church’s educational entities and developing a 
system of education throughout the church from 
kindergarten through college level which empha- 
sizes a curriculum which highlights the doctrine of 
the Church Of God In Christ. 


Commissioner of Economic Development 
and Planning—Board member responsible for 
coordinating the development of national church 
budget and an investment program. 
Commissioner of Publications—Board mem- 
ber responsible for advising and overseeing the 
national church’s publication ministry. 


While these job descriptions provide specific assignments to 
the Commissioners (General Board Members) tt should be 
mentioned that these assignments do not negate the 
assignments of persons appointed as Heads of the various 
auxiliaries and departments. The Commissioner serves as 
a catalyst for the enhancement, expansion and coordination 
of the departments.

My fellow sufferers in the burden for souls: 


Recently, while prayerfully seeking God’s will 
for the future of our great Church, I reflected on 
our humble beginnings.

God, that an understanding of my role became 
crystal clear.

God promised that through my leadership a 
worldwide revival will break out. He gave me a very 
simple message, “I WON’T BE SILENT 
ANYMORE!” If the redeemed of the Lord will say 
so, millions will be drawn to Christ. 

Whenever God gives you something to do, He will 
also give you the wisdom to do it successfully. In 
this case, He said to print the message on a simple 
lapel button because that buttom will be able to go 
places that your voice cannot go. 

While I seek always to take God at His word, I 
must confess that I am still in awe when it is fulfill- 
ed with such great results.

Requests have come in from 
all over the world, from all denominations, from all 
races, for more buttons. 

I remain convinced that this is God’s will. 
Therefore, during 1989 I am prayerfully asking that 
all pastors join in this great effort. If every pastor 

will make a button available to every member of his 
congregation, it will mobilize our Church in a 


witnessing effort such as the world has never seen. | 


The beauty of it is that no one need force 
disinterested people to hear about Jesus. All they 
need do is wear the button and people will come to 
you asking what it means. 

On Easter Sunday, March 26, 1989, we will 
celebrate an international day of witness. The 
theme for services that day will be “I WON’T BE 

SILENT ANYMORE!” Following morning service 
I am asking each member to wear a button and go 
out and witness to three people.

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7th Annual Bishops’ 
Conference Tops! 


Bishop J. Howard Sherman, Chairman of the 
Council of Bishops, Church Of God In Christ con- 
vened the 7th Annual Bishops’ Conference. In 
beautiful and vibrant San Antonio, Texas, the 
bishops of the Church gathered for three days of in- 
tense training, fellowship, worship and enlighten- 
ment. The theme of the conference: ‘“The Bishop’s 
Commitment to Excellence ‘Living Above The 
Level Of Mediocrity’ was embraced wholehearted- 
ly and thoroughly developed by speaker after 
speaker. January 17th through 19th proved to be a 
time of great encouragement. 

Present at the conference were presiding bishop, 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., the entire General Board 
of Bishops and a vast majority of the Council of 
Bishops. Reflecting over the conference, the chair- 
man stated, ‘‘Our ministry and calling must remain 
high, noble and faithful. As the eagle is respected 
for its grandeur and power; it is also revered for its 
commitment and responsibility, so should it be with 
the bishop.’ With that in mind the chairman and his 
coordinator, Bishop W. L. Porter put together the 
greatest conference to date. 


Speaking on the theme were some of the 
Church’s most knowledgeable and highly respected 
preachers. Bishops and non-bishops addressed the 
overflowing crowd of delegates. Each presented 
well developed thoughts. First to address the theme 
“Living Above the Level of Mediocrity’? was 
Bishop Samuel L. Green. The firey general board 
member presented the topic, ‘““Seeing Beyond the 
Majority. His presentation was a cry for unity and 
action among the ranks of the bishops. He en- 
couraged his peers to seek the ability to learn 
without embarrassment and challenged them to go 
beyond all the challenges associated with moving 
ahead. Bishop W. H. Watson hot from a powerful 
delivery in the recent convocation continued in that 
Texas tradition. He presented a topic concerned 
with determination verses inclinations of stubborn- 
ness. He was lively and offered biblical heroes who 
overcame their personal struggles with stubborn- 
ness to achieve success for the Lord. 

The first non-bishop to address the conference 
was Dr. Leonard Lovett. Dr. Lovett is a genuine 
scholar and theologian. He contrasted the Church 
Of God In Christ to the Word Church Movement. 
He was ready with a definite presentation which ex- 
posed the often referred to “‘Positive Confession 
Theology”’ for the strange and complexed back- 
ground associated with its origin. He made it plain 
that self-centered revelatory knowledge and twisted 
tenents of faith are harmful to the believer. He en- 
couraged every pastor to begin to fight back with 
solid orientation classes for new members and more 
disciplined study of scripture by all the saints in 
general. 

Bishop Norman Quick presented ‘‘Who’s On 
First.’ It was not a comic relief, rather an extolling 
of the bishops’ need for good attitudes and hard 
work. Bishops are the first to be responsible to ade- 
quately use resources and money. Bishop Quick 
stated the bishop must be first in such practice and 
will thereby encourage others to pursue greater 
ministry. Bishop H. J. Bell was next to address the 
conference. He stood before his peers in a pinch-hit 
role. He stood and presented a sterling heartfelt 
statement. His topic was ‘“‘Determining the 
Bishop’s Priorities.’ He highlighted the facts that 
becoming a bishop is a cross to bear. More impor- 
tantly, as a bishop carries that cross his journey will 
bring him to a point of critical decision. His ex- 
tremely wise counsel born from his personal ex- 
perience helped crystalize the role of the bishop 
during organizational struggles with his jurisdic- 
tional work. 


The following day Bishop W. W. Hamilton 
developed the Word on the bishop’s ‘‘Accountabili- 
ty.’ To be a successful prelate one must face the 
challenges of responsibility, teachability, availability 
and honesty. Before the presentation was over, 
Bishop Hamilton lifted the conference to a new 
level. Worship broke out among the delegates and 
God was glorified. Bishop Ithiel Clemmons lifted 
the historical side of our excellent COGIC ministry. 
His development was methodical, packed with sub- 
stance and aptly delivered. He was inspiring and all 
the while directed the delegates to the correct 
understanding of proper vision and purpose of 
Christ. If that was not truly great, then Bishop G. 
D. McKinney came to further the challenge. Bishop 


McKinney is renowned for his scholarly and clarion 
but powerful insights. He stripped away the faulty 
ethics of situationism. On the other hand he offered 
Christ and a firm commitment to biblical principles 
as the necessary agents to gain excellence over 
mediocrity. The glory of the Lord filled the place! 

The last representer was the Presiding Bishop J. 
O. Patterson. Always timely and forever involved 
with the pursuit of excellence, Bishop Patterson 
was much at home. He spoke of many personal and 
organizational items which the bishops needed to 
hear. After the past election he was equally con- 
cerned that peace and ministry be the agenda of the 
Church. It seemed that the whole delegation was 
committed to the same. This was the opportunity 
to embrace excellence in ministry. The bishop was 
brief in his remarks due to matters of business and 
an engagement to attend the Bush presidential in- 
augural activities. 

Chairman, Bishop Sherman was ultimately pleas- 
ed with the conference and stated his thanks and 
appreciation for the effort put forward. The con- 
ference committee worked hours to get the con- 
ference together. The overall attendance and sup- 
port shown by the college of bishops further 
delighted the heart of the chairman.

SAN ANTONIO During the 7th Annual Confer- 
ence of Bishops of the Church Of God In Christ, it 
was announced that Bishop Floyd E. Perry was ap- 
pointed to the position of Chairman of the United 
National Auxiliaries Convention. The convention 
referred to as UNAC-5 is the Church Of God In 
Christ’s large auxiliary convention. Annually, five 
auxiliaries meet in a joint session for training, wor- 
ship, fellowship and promotion of ministries. Nearly 
10,000 delegates attend annually. 


Bishop Perry is a Cleveland based clergyman and 
presiding prelate of the Southern Ohio Ecclesi- 
astical Jurisdiction. He is also the pastor of the 
105th Street Church Of God In Christ in Cleveland, 
Ohio. The bishop has been an integral part of 
UNAC-5 since its inception. He had assisted the 
outgoing chairman, Bishop Roy L. H. Winbush in 
various phases of the operation and served the na- 
tional organization in many other areas. 

Bishop Perry was one of several strong applicants 
considered for the position. When the presiding 
bishop, Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr. announced the 
selection of Bishop Perry for the position, the 
bishops’ conference registered a very loud applause 
of approval. Perry’s selection is lauded as solid for 
reasons of continuity. UNAC-5 is truly large and 
proven administrative skills are considered essen- 
tial for the person serving as chairman. 

The previous chairman, Bishop Roy L. H. Win- 
bush was elected to the General Board and offered 
his support in helping Bishop Perry make a suc- 
cessful transition. That transition will be very 
significant as UNAC-5 is scheduled for Philadel- 
phia this July 1989.

Guard District Chaplain 
serves as the District Staff 
Chaplain, and chaplain for 
the ship squadron, the Lt. Samuel F. Morgan 
base, air station, family housing area, hospital and 
clinic, reserve and auxiliary centers/units, and the 
Drug & Alcohol Center. 


MISSION AND MINISTRY 


The 14th Coast Guard District is the largest 
geographical district encompassing 18 million 
Square miles (three times the size of the continen- 
tal U.S.). There are 1,349 people stationed within 
the District boundaries, covering nine time zones 
and the international date line. Floating units in- 
clude one 378 ft. cutter, whose primary mission is 
to conduct Law Enforcement Patrols in Alaskan 
and Hawaiian waters; three 180 ft. buoy tenders 
that service aids to navigation in the Hawaiian 
waters; three 180 ft. buoy tenders that service aids 
to navigation in the Hawaiian Islands and other 
Pacific island chains; and four other patrol boats 
which are involved in all aspects of Coast Guard 
operations in Guam and the Hawaiian Island chain. 


Shore units include communications stations, 
Loran stations safety offices, an air station with air- 
craft that provide long-range coverage, search and 
rescue, and logistics support throughout the cen- 
tral and western Pacific. 


FROM HAWAII TO JAPAN 


The 14th Coast Guard District extends the length 
and breadth of the Pacific, from Hawaii to Ameri- 
can Samoa through the Marianas Island and Japan. 
The size of the District and number of persons so 
disparately and remotely located require numerous, 
but very brief stays aboard each cutter underway 
and at the isolated Loran stations. Travel and travel 
related expenditures are about two-thirds of the 
CRP budget. 


MINISTRY TO THE SEARCH 
AND RESCUE UNITS 


The SAR mission keeps the District’s patrol 
boats on a constant ready status, with frequent 
underway periods. In coordinated efforts with 
District Staff, we are able to reach into the families 
with job search, culture shock and effective coping 
strategies. Pastoral counseling in ‘‘paradise’’ is in- 
tegral to effective pastoral ministry. 


MINISTRY TO THE ISOLATED 


Kure Island is the home of the most remote Loran 
station in the District. Twenty-three Coast Guard 
people serve a one year tour there. Special holiday 
programs and timely visits serve them as the more 
memorable experiences, and often as the highlight 
of their tour. Regular and frequent communication 
with commanding officers, their lay readers and 
others is vital in maintaining relevant and prompt 
religious ministry coverage. Emergencies and 
crisis-response ministry are often coordinated with 
chaplains of the tri-services. 


Lay Readers and Lay Eucharistic Ministers are 
of vital importance to the District Command 
Religious Program. The Ombudsman Program, 
USCG Family Programs, and Navy Family Service 
Centers are all extremely valuable resources for 
District members and their families. Because of the 
stress many of the crews and waiting families en- 
counter, the chaplain serves best when he/she 
serves in the context of referrals and with a team 
approach to meeting human needs.

Tribute to Bishop Washington

Last year in the month of _ 
January, the Church Of God . 
In Christ bade farewell to 
one of its most celebrated 
preachers, Bishop F. D. 
Washington. Called by 
God, commissioned by 
Christ, and empowered by 
the Holy Ghost, this 
laborious, devoted, trusted, 
and honored man has 
finished his course. It may 
be said that he goes from us in his prime, just when 
his usefulness and influence were at their greatest, 
his wisdom most widely confessed, his words most 
respected and his services most prized. 

Like some long-swelling wave that rises on the 
dark bosom of the deep until it crests in whiteness, 
and at its climax flings its crystal toward the sky, 
the Bishop’s life, gathering volume and value 
through all the years, now at its summit breaks in- 
to the heavens. From the zenith of attainment and 
the top of action, he passes on to render his account 
to the Master whom he served. The toiler is ap- 
pointed to the rest that remaineth for the people of 
God. 


His preaching skills can best be described in the 
words of Henry Ward Beecher, “‘..Expositions of 
the Old Testament, disquisitions of the reigning 
themes of religion did not fill up his discourses. He 
did not consider human affairs as too vulgar, and 
social life too secular and the natural world too 
unreligious for his sermons. The vineyard was his 
text; then the husbandman and his oxen; the 
steward and his shrewd calculations; the exchange 
and its coins; the civil tribunal; the army and the 
tax-gatherer; the publican and the courtesan. He 
spoke upon the dispositions, the thoughts, the er- 
rors, the virtues, the strifes or necessities of the age 
in which he lived, and the people right before him. 
He spoke also of religious things, not in the sacred 
phrases of temples and cathedrals, but in the famil- 
iar language which men employ in everyday life?’ 

There are many shining epitaphs that can be at- 
tributed to this man, but the best thing that could 
be said of any man was said of Enoch by the writer 
of the letter to the Hebrews. When the writer spoke 
of those who had died in the faith, he said this of 
Enoch, ‘‘Before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God.”

Christian Health

There are many schools of thought concerning 
Christian health and how the Saint should view his 
present-life situation. For generations viewpoints 
have varied concerning the origins of sickness and 
disease; however, the general concensus is that if 
there were no sin, there would be no disease. This 
certainly does not impune anyone with sickness, 
ailments or diseases, but simply states that sin caus- 
ed the separation of man from the state of purity to 
that of impurity; from righteousness to unrighteous- 
ness, and invulnerable to disease to vulnerable. 
Since Satan is the father of the lie and the prompter 
of disobedience, he may properly be accused of in- 
troducing sickness to the world. 

For the children of Israel there were avenues 
which could be taken to rid them of diseases. Ac- 
cording to Exodus 15:26 the Levites could make 
atonement for the entire nation. By regularly mak- 
ing intercessory prayers and following Moses’ in- 
structions, Israel could be free of sickness and 
plague. Psalms 103:3 states ‘“..Who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities; who healeth all thy diseases.’ This 
is David’s admonition to the nation to praise God 
for all of His benefits. Of these benefits is the pro- 
mise to heal us of all our diseases. This doesn’t im- 
ply that individuals will never become ill or af- 
flicted, but that the God-fearing nations can be rid 
of disease through the benefits that come to those 
who meet the condition. God’s promises stand sure, 
but His benefits are contingency-based. The great- 
est of these for national deliverance and prosperi- 
ty is 2 Chronicles 7:14 which reads: “‘If my people, 
which are called by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, and 
will forgive their sin and will heal their land’’ A few 
of the diseases alluded to by Solomon include: 
Barrenness—the inability, for whatever reason to 
bear a child. 

Blindness—either from congenital disease or ac- 

quired disease. 

Botls—such as overtook Job. 

Leprosy—yet present today, but not rampant in any 

pro-Christian country. 

Lameness/Palsy—either from birth or due to disease 

such as polio 

Crookedbacked—also known as scoliosis; an abnor- 

mal curvature of the spine. 

Dwarfism—either congenital or due to disease such 

as renal disease. 

Other common-day diseases were: 

Eczema—a scaly, itchy dermatitis. 

Consumption—presently known as tuberculosis, or

Madness—Multivarious psychiatric disorders. 
Botch—Skin diseases highly suspect for being 
either Herpes or Syphillis, both of which are sex- 
ually transmitted diseases which can cause skin 
ulcers. 

Dysentery—a severe form of abdominal disease 
which causes severe gastrointestinal bloating, pain 
and violent diarrhea and nearly intractable 
vomiting...if untreated, this is a lethal disease. 


Despite the severity of the diseases and the many 
various forms of them, the Psalmist declares that 
God can heal them all! But, if God can heal all 
diseases, and the scriptures speak of Jesus as He 
who in Isaiah 9:5 heals us by His stripes, why then 
is therer disease at all? 

We are HUMAN, and subject to the laws of 
nature that God has established just as much as the 
sinner is subject to them. These are immutable laws 
as real as the law of gravity. While we all may not 
have a clear understanding of what gravity is, we 
must accept the fact that it is real and applies to us 
Saints, as well as the sinners. There are laws of 
energy which dictate the weather and help us to 
warm our homes in the winter and to cool them in 
the summer. All mortals are subject to these laws, 
but it is God who created them. The laws are sub- 
ject to Him, and therefore Hannah who was barren 
could bear a son, and defy the law of nature. When 
the physical requirements are present, and an ovum 
is fertilized, conception occurs and a new life 
begins...thus teenage and unwanted pregnancies 
evolve, not out of any obedience to scripture, or to 
fulfill scriptures like ‘‘the fruit of the womb is the 
Lord’s reward.’
